Prime Minister Trudeau had 
indicated on Monday his intention 
of attending the funeraL against 
the advice of many of Ms aides. 
Premier} Bourassa' had also stat- 
ed -definitely that he would be 
among thé mourners. 

The assembly of so many top 
government offldals for the 
funeral at a time when fear of the 
- FLQ is running high presented a 
nightmare of security problems. 

Hours before the services were 
sd»duled,to begin. Montreal and 
provinclal^'police began combing 
all the ofhce buildings' around 
the historic old cathedral. Many 
of the offices were closed for the 
day "out of respect for Mr. . 
Laporte.", while any employees^ 
who remained to work went onto • 
police security cbedc lists. ~ ^ 

Police went through: thé. ca-^ 
thedral with dogs to ensure no-one ' 
; was hidden inside. Outside, spe- 
cial squads even checked the 
sewers for possible . snipers or 
concealed bombs. 

Traffic was shut off along Notre 
Dame and St James Streets for 
six blocks on dther aide of the 
cathedral. Police barricades 
prevented spectators from get- 
ting within 100 yards' of the en-

Army troops moved in to aid 
police in patrolling the area. Sol- 
diers armed with sub machine 
guns were stationed on most of

Municipal 
and provincial governments are under pressure to help,

-'The Redpath Museum is pre- 
sently struggling to preserve the 
traditions it has established dur- 
ing its 88-year history at McGill. 

Recommendations contained in 
the University's Tasit Force re- 
port on University Spending will 



force the Redpath and McCord 
museums to reduce their budgets 
some $200,000 by next May. The 
present budget of the Redpath is 
$109,000 excluding .maintenance 
costs. 

As a result of the demands to

drasUcally cut costs, the collec- 
tions of the Redpath will no longer 
be open for Inspection by the gen- 
eral public, although they >(ill re- 
main open for academic use. 

The new policy will have a great 
effect on the community at large, 
since the Redpath is the only mu- 
seum of its kind in the province. 
For instance, the thousands of 
school-children that visit the mu- 
seum iniUie.couise of a year will

' be deprived of the éducational dis- 
plays. 

McGiU's principal has received 
hundreds of letters from major 
museums and natural science so- 
cieties such as the Smithsonian - 
Institute protesting the curtail- 
ment of the Redpath's academic 
and public service functions. More 
have arrived at the offices of the 
mayor of Monb-eal and the Minis- 
ter of Cultural Affairs for the 
Quebec government. 

So far, however, nobody out- 
side of the University has ap- 
proached museum authorities to 
offer their support . 

The cost involved in keeping 
Redpath open to the public is $13,- 
000, which pays the salaries of a 
curator and of a secretary. How- 
ever, this is not the only factor 
that must be cons!dere4 when 



advocating keeping the museum 
open. 

McGill has very little space 
available to store the expanding 
collections of the University's 
biology, geology and marine sci- 
ence departments, and in view of 
the present poor financial situa- 
tion, no plans exist for the imme- 
diate construction of facilities to 
acconunodate them.- 

If this. material is to be retain- 
ed, it will have to be kept in a 
suitable location, which appears 
to be the museum. Naturally, the 
expanding collection would make 
it quite difficult to comfortablv 



view any displays in the build- 
ing. 

The problem of insufficient 
space will be compounded if Mac- 
donald College moves to thé down- 
town campus. 

Alice Johannsen, Director of 
Redpath's operations, feels that 
some solution to the problems 
.will be found. 

"We have considered many 
schemes, such as charging ad- 
mission, but we must wait and see* 
what Umversity and government 
authorities have to' say," she 
stated.

,:^Most people have acknowledged the necessity of strict measures 
. ' sudh as those in the War Measures Act which hangs over us all. Most 
people have accepted the justifications offered by the federal and pro- 
vincial 'governments. And most people view the presence of armed 
soldiers in our midst not as à sign of military occupation by an outside 
force, but as men put there to protect the common^ufety.^^^}^;:' ~ 
~ These views are valid. Only a fool woûld'rejêci tHe need for protec- 
tion of the public from the type of madness that manifested itself in the 
murder of Pierre Laporte. We must acknowledge that the type of men 
who could live with a man for a week and then beat him to death 
are the type of men who cannot be allowed to run free with tons of ex- 
plosives and caches of weapons. None of the deaths the FLQ can be 
.^^beld rèponsible for are justifiable, and the deaths and destruction they 
--^^^MinFcapable of must be stopped. And in stopping them we must be 
prepared to pay a high price in .terms of discomfort and loss of some 
rights. 

But it is absurd to lose our heads and accept without questioning 
the government's exact methods, as the Montreal Star did yesterday. 
The Star said editorially that the apparent severity of the WMA should 
be discounted because "no nation needs to fear the implementation of 
emergency regulations in the hands of men it can trust". The men that 
the Star is referring to are Prime Minister Trudeau and. his cabinet. 
But trust in these men is irrelevant, because they: are not 'the. ones 

' carrying out and interpreting the VMA. The emergency measures are 
in the hands of local police, authorities; theoretically and practically 
this is an approach fraught with hazardsVThm^lsirothingjnJUK to 
prevent the type of abuse threatened by the^mayor of Vancouver and 
apparently being carried out in Quebec. Each day we hear reports of 
harassment and arrests of people who are anti-terrorist but radical. 
If these reports are true they negate the confidence expressed by the 

. Star. 

. ' We must reject those vdio are so emotionally tied to the establish- 
ment that they welcome any measures which will destroy their political 
opponents: these people support the WMA unquestionably and would be 
':^ihappy^o.see it used as a weapon against anyone vriio quêtions society. 
:?^fBiit' we^ust'also reject those who out of emotionalism reject any 
restrictive measures. Opponents of the WMÀ must be clear in their 
criticisms of the Act and must also acknowledge the need for some 
measures.if they are to get much of a hearing. ^ 

The Act, as has been pointed out by many commentators, is a 
hasty measure, which narrows liberties unnecessarily, prevents media 
trom reporting the whole truth, and which can oe easily abused by the 
local authorities" (especially on the basis of past behaviour by police 
forces against people they don't like.) . :T ■ 

The federal authorities, especially Trudeau and Marchand, asic us 
to believe that they have evidence that- suggests they act swiftly and 
firmly against terrorist groups. If we are to believe this, the govern- 
ment must show its sincerity by replacing the War Measures Act as 
quickly as possible with legislation that is less restrictive and dange- 
rous to people the government has no business hassling. Sometimes 
terror demands counter-terror, but in the long run, liberal democratic 
systems of government must show they can survive on the democratic

Premier Bourassa, Mayor Dra- 
peau and various Quebec and Ot- 
tawa cabinet ministers were 
among the next to arrive. 

Two busloads of Mr. Laporte's 
friends from St Lambert drew up 
to the cathedral steps shortly be- 
fore 4pm. 

The service lasted slightly over 
half an hour. By 4:45 pm tlie cof- 
fin was moved into the waiting 
hearse, and most of the mour- 
ners were whisked away under 
heavy security guard.

searcli wiiile poets can no longer 
spealc, nor publisliers publish, 
nor writers write, nor journalists 
comment? In the present circum- 
stances, our academic liberty 
ceases to be a right but becomes 
a privilege attesting to our ladc 
of power to proclaim our disar-. 
ray. 

"Facing this situation, which at' 
each instant becomes more into- 
lerable, we believe that the only 
avenue still open is that of con- 
sulting our students in order to 
collectively determine our attitude 
concerning whether or not to 
hold courses and seminars during 
the period of the War Measures 
Act. 

"Because ''we are members of 
the McGill University community, 
we judge it indispensable in a 
situation of crisis and uncertainty 
to have recourse to the counsels, 
judicial and other, wiiich the res- 
ponsible administrators of this 
community will wish to provide to 
us. What can we do, for example, 
about certain books, poems, or 
films written on our lecture lists 
and which can be considered as 
being "sympathetic" to the objec- 
tives of an illegal' organization? 
Must we also rid ourselves of 
documents belonging to our Docu- 
mentation Centre which can also 
be judged illegal? 
"It k undersi jd that our afH- 
.UaUon^th McGiU University 
' cannotft^e to break our solida- 
^lU^rith the action of several of 
^^W^Mlleagues in the Arts De- 
partment of Laval. Université de 
Montreal, and McGill who "do not 
believe that they have any more 
reason to continue to teach lite- 
rature and in particular Quebec 
literature since those whose 
wortcs they have to study are be- 
ing, deprived arbitrarily of liber- 
ty". 

More arrests 

Five youths, one of them a, 
McGiU student, were taken into 
custody early yesterday morning 
at a Hutchison Street apartment 
by police reportedly carrying 
mactiine guns. 

The five people were all Ame- 
rican. They were taken to Police 
Station 10 and then to Immigration 
authorities who gave them depor- 
tation orders' 

The youths have been ordered 
to leave the country in two days. 
They are reportedly legally en- 
titled to appeal the deportation 
order despite the War Measures 
Act 

In the rest of Quebec 304 per- 
sons are being held by police 
after over 1600 raids. The figwe 
is down from yesterday following 
the release. of more than thirty 
prisoners.
